On the opposito side, or that facing 


the b:ick of the monument, is the fol- 
lowing: 


"TMs memorial was erected by the 


contributions of more than one mil- 
lion men, women and children in tnc 
United States and many others in for- 
eign lands." 


The doors of bronze, which guard 


the interior of the mausoleum, are one 
of the beautitul and artistic features 
of the monument. They are the fines' 
specimens ot this work in America 
and perhaps jn the world. Each fpld 
of the door is 13 feet C inc'oes high 
and ( [eet 6 inches wide. They are 
solid throughout and are of great 
weight, being six Inches thick; Above 
the doors is a lunette which is also 
made of bronze. This represents Co- 
lumbia standing above tee figures o£ 
two children which 
symbolize the 


Arts and Crafts, and the idea of the 
whole is tha protection accorded the 
Arts and Crafts by President McKlu 
ley at .all tim->'!. 


Although the monument and land 


scape work was flais'Sed for tue dedi- 
cation, the full beauty of the memo- 
rial and its-setting will not be kuown 
until the "hand of nature has had 
time to improve on the work of men, 
and it is admitted by all who have

There one may In imagination 
barter with the: Phoenicians of COO 
years before Christ in tho commercial 
exchange of pearls, gold dust, tin, ala- 
baster.imalacbtte,, figs, dates, almonds, 
fine linen, myrrh, sahdalwood, dragon 
blood, olive and' palm oil and slaves, 
samples of each of these and many 
otber articles of Phoenician commerce 
being on exhibition in this section, 
the slaves being represented by minia- 
ture figures, and*it Is noticeable that 
'their'color was not always black. 


Thus the commerce of the passing, 


centuries passes in review, and to the 
limited articles of trade, of tbe Phoeni- 
cians are added in the early centuries of 
the Christian era such things as silt, 
hog bristles, cork; lemons and ornnges, 
tea, rice, beads, :etc. There the Romans 
appear as the bright and shining stars. 
Iu the commercial world, the Phoeul-l 
cians and Egyptians having glveu way ' 
to tbe sway of .the Cnesarn. 'With the 
Romans carafe such articles of com- 
merce as -salt, wrought Iron, brass, 
sheepskin. Ivory, camels' hnir, raisins, 
pongee silk, aloes,. oaU galls, honey, 
figs, spikenard ana dates. 


The exBlb'lt of articles representing 


the trade of nations, Interesting In the I 
extreme though It Is, would not be I 
complete without''the accompanying 
exhibit, showing by photographic rep- 
resentation . and ' model the various 
methods or means oi transportation of 
commerce past a.nd'.present. Upon the 
walls of the section allotted to this 
exhibit are bung representations o/ the 
handcart* of Japan^tue laden ponies

Is absolutely a menace 
to the health and welfare of the citi- 
zens In many cases, as well as a great 
financial loss, will not, i think, be <3e- 
u ted. 
Too much depends upon the 


proper management of a public -water 
supply to tuaJie it safe or right to al- 
low politics to control or affect it. . 


To be a good wuterworlLS super- 


intendent or innnagcr requires. In ad- 
dition to ability and adaptability, long 
fitudy and practice. If tbese managers 
are to be chimged every ttao tlie city 
iitirnfatstratiou changes. It Is evident 
that tbey can never have the expe- 
rience that tbey should bave to per- 
form their duties properly. No matter 
bow good men they may be they will 
still lack the proper training and ex- 
perience.
